Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Beney proposed adding the following recitation to each of the 
independent claims: "and wherein when the person's sit bones are supported by the first support surface and the 
person's thighs are supported by the second support surface, the person's sit bones are supported at an elevation 
generally higher than the person's thighs". It was indicated that this limitation appeared to be met by the prior art (see 
Figure 6b of Yu). Mr. Beney also suggested eliminating all but the claims directed to a "chair". It was indicated that 
this limitation appeared to be met by the prior art (see Yu). Mr. Beney argued the orientation of the support surfaces 
relative to a user. It was indicated that the user represents a variable that is not part of the invention and that every 
users anatomy is different. Such renders the orientation of the support surfaces relative to a user as different for each 
user. It was suggested that if novel, the invention should be definable over the prior art without the user being defined.
